Bank Manager Explains Reasons for 


Speed of Modern Banking Service 


J. Paul Russell, m anager, P alm Springs B ranch, Bank of America, 
today gave an exam ple of the speed of m odem banking service. H e 
said th at a check on a New Y ork City b an k deposited in the P alm 
Springs Branch, goes out on th e night airplane, arriving in N ew 
York th e following evening. It is at the New Y ork bank early th e 
next m orning, w ith bu t one banking day intervening betw een d e­ 
posit of th e check and its paym ent. 


“You open the m orning's m a il* 
and find a check, dividends on 
some stock you own,” said R us­ 
sell. “It is draw n on a New York 
bank, but you do not bother to 
notice such details, sim ply depos­ 
iting it to the credit of your ac­ 
count at th e bank. This dividend 
enables you to renew your sub­ 
scriptions to a num ber of m aga­ 
zines, and you m errily send out 
personal checks hither and yon. 
“The w hole m atter probably is 
given no fu rth er thought by you, 
for your next m onthly statem ent 
w ill show this 
deposit 
credit, 
along w ith the cancelled checks 
you sent to a half dozen m aga­ 
zines, charged to your account. 
Sim plicity personified, as far as 
you are concerned.” 
Tells Routine 
The itinerary of th e 
out-of­ 
tow n check is given by Russell, 
as the personal checks you send 
E ast go through th e sam e routine 
in the reverse. It is as follows: 
The teller receives the out-of­ 
tow n check, enters the deposit in 
your passbook. The deposit slip 
goes to th e bookkeeper to be cred­ 
ited to y o u r account. A t the end 
of the day, both teller and book­ 
keeper m ust be in balance as to 
all item s handled. 
The check you deposited, along 
w ith a great variety of checks 
the teller receives, 
continually 
flow to the batch clerk who sorts 
them into various groups 
and 
lists them on a batch proof. All 
m ust balance.

Airplane Excursion to Giant Rock 


Provides Many Fascinating Aspects 


By DOROTHY VARNUM 


With air-minded people, picnickers, and radios spreading the 
tale of the “modern hermit,” Frank Critzer and his increasingly 
famous 2700-acre rendezvous in the desert area of the mountains 35 
air miles due north of here, it is indeed becoming a “ninth wonder” 
of the world and is well worth seeing. 
Located at an elevation of 2780 feet. Giant Rock Airport is an 
easy drive from here by way of Twentynine Palms and over the 
new “diagonal road” that turns off Abode Road a few miles north 
of Bagley Center. One can return via a longer route through the 
Joshua forest and the Pipes country, thus making it a n interesting 
trip. 


In 1931, Frank Critzer, a for­ 
mer mechanic in Santa Monica 
for the Air Craft Manufacturers, 
drove his Essex (remember those 
cars?) to the road’s end and said 
to himself, "This is my home.” 
After staking out mining claims 
at this scenic spot, he started con­ 
struction of a home 
under 
a 
mammoth boulder. 
Soon after­ 
wards he conceived the idea of 
leveling 
this 
choice, 
co-called 
“mysterious landing field" so that 
his 
many 
air-minded 
fricmds 
could visit him. The last year he 
has averaged a plane a day set­ 
ting down there, which includes 
celebrities, producers, sightseers, 
and large groups to picnic. 
Home In Rock 
Giant Rock, under which C rit­ 
zer has hewn himself a three- 
room "house” with solid 
rock 
stairways, 
halls 
and 
closets, 
weighs an estimated 50,000,000 
pounds, is 60 feet high and 45 
feet through. A new chamber is 
now being chiseled out. It will 
be 10x12 feet. Two of the rooms 
are 24x26 and a 50 foot 
hall 
serves as a ventilating duct. The 
rock above the rooms serves as an 
ideal insulation and at no time 
throughout the year does the 
tem perature vary more than 10 
degrees. All ceiling are at least 
10 feet high. 


All of the incredible work in­ 
volved in blasting and chiseling 
the underground structure was 
done by Critzer alone. Upon be­ 
ing told that that should make 
him the world’s champion pro- 
fessionál chiseler, he smiled and 
agreed. 


The airport nearby is marked 
by a large white boulder and the 
familiar “sock” and is capable of 
handling the largest planes built. 
The airport is charted with the 
Department 
of 
Commerce 
in 
Washington, D. C. And, although 
the land is unsurveyed, CritzeT 
staked his claim of rich produc­ 
ing silica, built roads, and is a 
“one man chamber of commerce” 
when it comes to boosting the 
country. 
Picnic Places 
He blasted away huge boulders 
and cleared a place for delightful 
picnic spots, adjacent to the rock 
of silica deposits which forms a 
snow-white hill. Approximately 
365,000 tons of 
m aterial 
from 
which glass is made, according 
to reliable estimates, is on the 
surface. There is a natural white 
cross on one large boulder on the 
side of the mountain which can 
be seen both from the air and 
from the ground. 


Critzer hauls his wood and w a­ 
ter a distance of twelve miles, 
and of course being so far out in 
the wide open spaces, uses coal 
011 lamps. There is hard water 
two miles from his rock, but he 
prefers soft water, so goes the 
extra distance. 
He never goes 
into town; his friends bring him 
all the provisions he needs.

State Income Tax Requirements 


Are Outlined; Examiner To Be 


In Palm Springs February 18th 


To aid Palm Springs with the preparation and filing of their 
income tax reports for 1940 a field representative from the office of 
Charles J. McColgan, Franchise Tax Commissioner for the state of 
California, will be in Palm Springs at the city hall on February 18. 
Details of the requirements of the California Personal Income 
Tax law for which the filing season is from January 1 to April 15, 
inclusive, were contained in information sent out this week by F. R. 
McReynolds, area income tax supervisor. 


While he is in Palm Springs 
February 18, Examiner Hauptman 
will provide advice when need­ 
ed, blank forms, and the attest­ 
ing of signautres to returns w ith­ 
out expense for such service. 
Wtih main office at Room 206, 
California State Building in Los 
Angeles, the Southern District, 
which includes the ten Southern 
counties of California, l)as prin­ 
cipal 
branches 
continuously 
available at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce in Riverside and in San 
Bernardino, Long Beach, Santa 
Barbara, San Diego and Bakers­ 
field. 
No material changes will be 
experienced in the filing of Cali­ 
fornia state income tax returns 
for the current year. The blank 
forms and instructions 
thereon 
available on request at the state 
building in Los Angeles and also 
in numerous branch offices, very 
clearly detail the information as 
to those necessary items to be 
included in determining 
what 
may become net income, and the 
resultant taxable amount where 
such income exceeds the amount 
of exemptions, credits, and al­ 
lowable deductions available. 
In general, the following are 
required to file with the commis­ 
sioner: 
Every single person whose net 
income amounts to one thousand 
dollars or more during the cal­ 
endar year, or whose gross in­ 
come amounts to five thousand 
dollars or more.

Combine Skills in Completing 


Attractive Swedish Inn 


Unique to the "nth" degree and refreshingly colorful is the new 
Swedish Inn, attractive eating establishment on North Palm Canyon 
Drive which stages its formal opening Tuesday night, February 4.

. 
That the Swedish Inn is so 
Poised upon a cholla joint, voic­ 
ing a monotonous guttural “chut- 
chut-chut-chut,” sits a large gray­ 
ish-brown bird. As he sings there, 
he would seem to be far too large 
in size and to have much too 
harsh a song to be a member of 
the usually small, 
sweet-voiced 
wren family. Yet, he is the cactus 
wren, largest of all 
American 
wrens, 
over 
eight 
inches 
in 
length. As you approach nearer, 
he will scold at you in a strident 
"chair-chair-chair.” 
His 
long 
black tail, slightly rounded at the 
tip, jerks nervously up and down 
in true wren fashion. If you are 
close enough, you may distinguish 
his gently-curved grayish 
bill, 
his reddish-brown head, and the 
white line over each ey”e. 
His 
throat is spotted with black to 
form an indistinct “band” against 
the soft brown. A sudden move­ 
ment on your part and off he 
flies in a short pitching glide, re­ 
vealing white bars on the outer 
edges of the outspread black tail. 
Like his distant relative, the 
thrasher, this peculiar wren is ex­ 
ceedingly shy and timid. Except 
when singing from some tree-top, 
he is rarely seen but often heard 
He prefers to remain 
secreted 
within the leafy confines of 
shrub. 
When he does venture 
forth, it is to dart hurriedly from 
bush to bush and to remain close 
to the ground, seldom flying into 
the air. 
Insectivorous 
The cactus wren is insectivor­ 
ous in diet. He feeds upon grass­ 
hoppers, caterpillars, beetles and 
spiders, all of which he gleans 
from the ground or from the 
thick chaparral-type brush which 
he frequents. 
The distribution of the cactus 
wren covers a major portion of 
the great American 
Southwest, 
and includes 
southern 
Nevada, 
southern Utah, Southern Califor­ 
nia (over both the Mohave and 
Colorado deserts), southwestern 
Arizona, western New 
Mexico, 
western 
Texas, 
northern 
Baja 
California, and northern Mexico. 
In California he penetrates as far 
north as Los Angeles county and 
the eastern edge of Owen’s Val­ 
ley on the Mohave. His habitat 
is limited not so much by food 
as by the choice of a suitable 
nesting site. He prefers to nest 
in the prickly stems of the cholla 
cactus and the Joshua tree; but 
he will also occasionally build in 
the sahuaro cactus, mesquite, palo 
verde, or in other large shrubs. 
Build Two Nests 
The nesting of the cactus wren 
is unusual in that both the male 
and female birds construct sep­ 
arate nests. The two types are 
distinctive in shape and size. The 
cock nest is an open, flattish and 
bulky mass of twigs, some seven 
inches across and oval in outline 
with a slight rim. In this nest, 
which is always located 
in 
a 
shrub or cactus quite near t h e 
female’s, the male 
w ill 
roost 
through the breeding season and 
act as guard. Some ornithologists 
hold to the theory that these 


m ale nests” serve as decoys to 
lure an enemy away from the 
real female nest, but this assump­ 
tion has not been substantiated. 
The female constructs a m u c h 
more elaborate affair. Her nest 
is larger, more bulky, and is com­ 
pletely roofed over to form 
a 
football-shaped 
hollow 
cavity. 
The single entrance is placed at 
one end and is usually difficult 
to find, so artfully is it conceal­ 
ed from view. 
Thorns Protect 
If the nests are situated 
in 
cacti, they are nestled right in 
the heart of the thorns. 
The 
spines thus insure protection from 
any 
marauders 
attem pting 
to 
climb up from below. Occasion­ 
ally young nestlings tumble from 
the entrance and are 
impaled 
upon the thorns. The nest itself 
is composed of rather large twigs, 
usually of the mesquite, massed 
together with no apparent design 
or continuity in view. Other fresh 
flowers are added here and there 
as if the builder had actually in­ 
tended these superflous bits for 
pure decoration! The lining is of 
weed-bark, 
fine 
dry 
grasses, 
spider cocoons, animal hair, 
or 
feathers, depending entirely upon 
w hat is available. 


Here in the massive hollow 
nest of the female the clutch of 
eggs is laid. This numbers from 
four to seven and is laid any 
time between March and June. In 
color cactus wren’s eggs are whit­ 
ish or buffy, but so heavily spot­ 
ted with fine reddish-brown dots 
as to appear a soft cinnamon hue. 
Two broods may be raised each 


pleasing in appearance is due to a 
great extent to the fact that sev­ 
eral well-known contractors com­ 
bined their skill to bring it to its 
final completion.

Smith-Grubbs Company, hard­ 
wood floors and linoleum concern 
of Riverside, laid the very color­ 
ful linoleum which blend so well 
with the rest of the interior color 
scheme of the building. 


The Swedish Inn, owned 
by 
Gene Nifford, is located directly 
opposite El Mirador Hotel.

carded and w eather-beaten nests 
m ay be noted on other branches, 
gradually disintegrating through 
th e com bined efforts of th e rain 
and wind. Sometim es new struc­ 
tu res are built directly upon the 
old, or m ore often the form er 
nests are simply re-occupied aft­ 
e r being repaired and enlarged a 
bit. 
The genus to w hich the cactus 
w ren 
belongs, 
Heleodytes, 
is 
G reek for "m arsh dw eller,” for in 
the tropics these w rens are popu­ 
larly called m arsh-w rens. 
The 
species nam e refers to the brown 
color of the bird’s head, while 
the subspecific nam e was bestow ­ 
ed in honor of Dr. Elliot Coues 
(pronounced “cows”), f a m o u s 
naturalist. 
To see and hear a cactus w ren 
from a considerable distance is 
no feat. B ut to view one up close, 
so that you may actually see his 
w ren-like m annerism s and h i s 
beautiful feather-pattem s, w i l l 
tak e m inutes, perhaps hours, of 
careful stalking.

dation for change in zone of the 
east side of Indian avenue. 


Two hearings have been held 
up by the commission on 
this 
m atter. Now it is up to the coun­ 
cil to hold final hearing. At the 
present tim e the w est side of In ­ 
dian avenue is zoned C2, or for 
business, w hile the opposite side 
is R l, or residential. It is felt 
both should be the sam e and the 
east side, fo r several blocks at 
least, zoned for business. 
U nder th e present plan it is 
designed to m ake th e business 
zone on th e east side effective, 
after allow ing for a forty-foot 
street set-back, to a depth of 125 
feet. A t present the entire forty 
feet of street is taken from prop­ 
erty ow ners of the w est side. It 
is felt that Indian property own­ 
ers on the east should furnish an 
equal am ount of street.
